John H. Bigelow of Hazelton Elected 


State Chairman—Big Turn Out 


and Plenty of Enthusiasm. 


Thir Democratic State Committee 


met in Harrssburg on Tuesday and 
held an 
enthusiastic 
meeting, the 


matters for decision being the Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman and 
Democratic State Chairman. 


The first was a three cornered con- 


test between Joseph Guffey of Pitts- 
burgh. Judge Eugene C. Conniwell of 
Philadelphia and Harrison Xesbitt of 
Pittsburgh. The latter had the sup- 
port of Vance C. McCormick. On the 
first ballot Bonniwell 
had 46 votes, 


Nesbitt 37 votes and Guffey 30. 
The 


second baiiot. Bonniweii had 46 votes. 
Nesbitt and Guffey 29. 


At this point there was a recess and 


the Question became one of with- 
drawal, and this was finally settled by 
Nesbitt withdrawing and asking his 
supporters to vote for Toseph F. Guf- 
fey. 


The third baiiot re-elected Joseph 


F. Guffey as the National Committee- 
man from Pennsylvania with 67 votes 
against 44 for Bonniwel!. 


I. S. Brumgard. of Littlestown. the 


State 
Conirnitteeman 
from 
Adams 


County, voted for Nesbitt on the first 
and second ballots and for Guffey on 
the third ballot. 


It took four ballots to determine 


the woman representative on the Na- 
tional Committee from the State- The 
candidates were Mrs. Robert A. Hen- 
derson of Blair County. Mrs. Maidee 
Renshaw of 
Pittcburg. Miss Mary 


Acher of Reading, and Lillian Bergey 
of Philadelphia, and 
on the fourth 


ballot the latter won 03- 42 to 39. 


Charles D. McAvoy was nominated 


for State Chairman by 
McSparran 


and reviewing the political situation 
from a national standpoint predicted 
that Democracy would again take 
over the reins of government 
and 


Charles B. Lenahan. of Wilkes-Barre. 
nominated John H. Bigelow of Hazel- 
ton, declaring the party must set its 
face against centralization of govern- 
ment and get back to first principles. 
On baiiot Bigelow won by vote of 72 
to 41. 
-

the gavel he spoke briefly, directing 
attention to 
the administration 
at 


Washington, recounting in some de- 
tail the various suggestions 
that 


have been progressing and their rev- 
elations of corruption and ineiSciency 
on the part of high Republican of- 
ficials.

The Plan Stated. 


PREVAIL UPON CONGRESS for

Futures Act — whereby 
the Govern- 


ment shall guarantee to the produc- 
ers of wheat the minimum price of 
three and a half 
cents per pound. 


'.?--io oer bushel): and to producers 
of cotton the minimum price of fif- 
teen cents per pound ($75 per bale) ; 
:o be paid directly to the producers 
upon delivery of the product at any 
"contract market." 


This Plan is so designated for brev- 


itv. and 10 concentrate attention upon 
ti:r proposition presented, irrespec- 
tive of :;s sponsors. It is initialed to 
honor men who serve, just quietly. 
naturallv. and persistently, like many 
we know, and like him commended in 
Aesop's Fable "The MAN and The 
STONE/' 


Describing the Graia Futures Act. 
The Grain Futures Act approved 


by President Harding September 21. 
1022. and by the U. S. Supreme Court 
April 15. 1923. places all dealers 
in 


grain — for interestate commerce — un- 
der certain regulations and restric- 
tions. to be supervised by the Secre- 
;arv of Agriculture; and every one 
authorized to trancast such business 
is designated a "contract market.'' 


Bv Section 12 of that Act the Sec- 


retary of Agriculture is given an ap- 
proportlon from the U- S. Treasurx- 
oi whatever funds may be necessary 
in its operation and enforcement : and 
the same privilege may be extended 
over the legislation now desired: and 
the 
additional "contract 
markets" 


needed in managing transactions in 
^rain and also in cotton. 


It is estimated that an immense 


amount of money will not be requis- 
ite to maintain these minimum prices 
to be guaranteed: for. if the Tariff 
Law be amended to exclude importa- 
tion of wheat from Canada "'in bond." 
or. without payment of the duty im- 
posed. there will be no competition : 
and the "contract markets" now op- 
erating may continue their business. 
as regulated by the Grain Futures 
Act. without being regarded as Gov- 
ernment Agencies, except in case 
Government aid must be afforded to 
maintain the minimum price guaran- 
teed. 


No Increased Cost To Consumer. 
Operation of this Plan will not in- 


crease the cost of bread and clothing 
to the consumer, but will effect 
a 


raore equitable 
distribution of the 


prices he is required to pay: for in- 
stance. with respect to the one dollar 
the consumer nays for ten one-pound 
loaves of bread, the farmer receives 
for the seven pounds of flour used in 
making the bread only 16 cents: and 
the remainder is thus divided, the mil- 
ler receives 5 cents : the railroad three 
cents : the baker 54 cents, and the 
grocer 22 cents. This is in accord- 
ance with the Law of Supply and De- 
mand for the bread, but as the price 
was fixed in War-times, -when the 
orice allowed the farmer for wheat 
was $2.40 per bushel, the farmer is 
depressed in being allowed so small a 
portion, because the price of wheat is 
now onl\ one dollar per bushel. 


In the new deal. if. the farmer be 


allowed $2.10 per bushel, his portion 
of the dollar's worth of bread will be 
34 cents : and neither he nor the con- 
sumer will be involved in the scram- 
ble for distribution of the remaining 
66 cents. In a fair deal, the farmer 
should be allo_wed 64 cents for his 
oortion of the investment, and the re- 
maining 36 cents would be sufficient 
for the others. 


In behalf of the farmer — for legis- 


lation to accord assurance of a con- 
stant market and the minimum price 
of $2.10 per 
bushel for wheat — al- 


lowance is made for advance in the 
erice of wheat up to four dollars per 
bushel; without 
occasioning excuse 


for increase in the price of bread, be- 
vond the charge now made of one 
dollar for ten one-pound loaves. 


There is no expectation that the 


price of wheat will advance to four 
dollars ner bushel: but. if it would. 
the farmer's percentage would be 64 
cents: and the 
remaining 36 cents 


would be ample to pay all others who 
assist in supplying and delivering the 
bread to the consumer. 


People must have bread; and this 


calculation shows what they are •will- 
ins to pay for it, without complaint, 
in compliance with the unresisted de- 
mand. 
Economy in Home-Made 


Bread-Making

Of course, if the housewife will re- 


sume the practice of making home- 
made bread, she would have, instead 
of ten loaves, 25 loaves for her dol- 
lar, and even more than that—at the 
present price of less than four cents 
per pound for flour. She has not the 
appliances of the baker, who. with 
modern facilities, makes d8o loaves of 
very good bread from a barrel of 196 
pounds of flour: employing n ounces 
of flour for each loaf, which means 
seven pounds for ten loaves; and loS 
pounds for 286 loaves. The other in- 
gredients used by the baker are not 
verv expensive, some yeast, or leaven, 
plenty of water and ce&ain chemicals, 
which the housewife would discard. 
She. also, may readily give her con- 
sent to the increase requested in be- 
half of the farmer: for, bread, wheth- 
er home-made or obtained from the 
baker, is the cheapest food supplied 
to the family. 


The same argument—showing that 


cheaper bread may be obtained by 
obviating the high percentages of 
the dollar allowed the baker aird the 
grocer—applies only to the home- 


made manufacture of cakes and pies, 
employing the methods used by moth- 
ers and mothers-in-law; and the high 
cost of pretzels and doughnuts, bis- 
cuits, crackers, and motzas is not 
largely attributable to the cost 
of 


flour, their principal ingredient, the 
price for which may be increased 400 
per cent- 


Diversified Farming Im GMMndL 
Then, there are other grains the 


farmer raises, rye. oats, corn, barley, 
buckwheat and rice, which in seasons 
throughout the year contribute large- 
ly to the supply of human food; but, 
for various reasons, these are not 
taken into consideration in the plan 
proposed for legislation to have the 
Government guarantee a ready mar- 
ket and adequate minimum price 
only for AVheat and Cotton. 
These 


other grains, excepting rice, are rais- 
ed on every well regulated farm, as 
also are horses, cows, sheep, hogs, 
and varieties of poultry, principally 
chickens, turkeys, geese, ducks, and 
guinea-fowl. 


In diversified farming, these crops 


are all necessary; as are the animals 
mentioned, and many others. 
hTe 


crops being depended upon in the 
first instance in supplying along with 
hav and fodder—feed for the animals 
and the surplus, if any. for market- 
ing. 


Wheat is generally regarded as the 


principal 
crop of cash marketing. 


:•«« i:i the rotation of crops, it is the 
leader. 


The average farm, as estimated by 


the Agricultural Department, is a 
quarter section 160 acres of land;and 
the average value is $100 per acre. 
Excepting in the States of Kansas. 
Oklahoma. Nebraska and a few others 
;hat have not yet broken up into reg- 
•:!ar farms, not more than one-fourth 
•-•f the arable land is cultivated in 
wheat in one year, and the remainder 
is taken in rotation with the other 
srraiiis. 


Every acre of land under cultiva- 


tion should yield a return of $35 per 
vear—to cover the cost and expense 
of the investment, taxes, mainten- 
ance, labor, seed-grain, fertilizer, and 
other charges which can not be 
avoided in farming. The average yield 
of Wheat in the U. S. is 16 bushels 
to the acre, and in many localities, 
where the land is poor, and proper 
I'-rtil'zation can not be provided, the 
ordinary yield does not exceed eight 
or nine bushels: so. there is no cause 
for apprehension that the Treasury 
of Uncle Samuel will be looted, if the 
minimum price of $2.10 per bushel be 
accorded the farmer for wheat. The 
^ame assurance may be given that the 
cotton market knd mills will not be 
overwhelmed with that product, if the 
minimum orice to the producer be 
stabilized at 15 cents per pound. 


All Persons Are Concerned 


In Maintaining Agriculture. 


Thoughtless city-dwellers may de- 


clare their unconcern to the sub-di- 
vision made of the dollars they pay 
for food and clothing. That is the 
business of the Government. 
They 


are willing to nay the price demanded 
for food and clothing, as well as for 
rent. help, furniture and other re- 
quirements, and do not care how the 
rnonev is sub-divided among the pro- 
ducers, so long as their monev lasts, 
r-nrl their revenue is undiminished- 


""Hard times come again no more" is 


a refrain these persons have never 
heard :but 
thoughtful persons 
are 


apprehensive, and compelled to con- 
sider to v.-hat means they may resort 
to meet the increasing cost of living. 
They observe that the influx of popu- 
lation from the country seriously af- 
fects their comfort and convenience 
and increases their expe.nses. 


Upon inquiry, they may learn that 


this invasion is occasioned by the de- 
Dressed conditions upon farms and in 
rural districts, generally: because the 
producers of the materials for their 
food and clothing are not accorded a 
fair share of the dollars they pay for 
them. 


And these producers also attrribu- 


atc the failure of prosperity of agri- 
cultural regions to the inefficiency of 
the Government—especially the Exec- 
utsve Department. They point to the 
iariff Law as one intended for the 
protection of the farmers against the 
imnortation of wheat from Canada, 
without payment of the duty of 42 
cents per bushel—now imposed there- 
on—and declare this Law is not be- 
ing enforced, and that boot-legging 
in Wheat is. if possible, more per- 
nicious than the boot-legging in whis- 
kev of which we hear so much. 


The wheat raised in Canada is no 


better, nor worse, than that produced 
during two centuries in the U. S. The 
average yield in Canada is only 
17 


bushels to the acre: but in the vast 
plains of the whole Dominion a thou- 
sand million bushels may be produc- 
ed, and the entire surplus shipped 
across the border—according to the 
allurement of 65 or 70 cents epr bush- 
el; subject to the duty assumed by 
the ourchaser, heretofore 30 cents, 
now 42. and that to the assurance of 
70 cents plus the duty of 30 is equiv- 
alent to the dollar accorded for it in 
the States. Now, that since April 9. 
1924. the duty has been advanced to 
42 cents a bushel, the speculating pur- 
chasers have persuaded the confiding 
Kanucks that, by 
paying them 70 


cents and assuming the duty of 42 
cents, they are virtually obtaining 
Si .12—to which the price on this side 
of the border has been advanced, and 
responsively, a hundred million bush- 
els are being hurried across. 


The Grain Trust which execrises a 


monopoly in dealing with the wheat 
raised in the U. S-, and importing that 
from Canada and controls its trans- 
portation to the flouring mills and 
exportations to foreign countries, ex- 
ercises its privileges under the Tariff 
Law of receiving this imported wheat 
"in bond." No duty is paid upon 
wheat entering bonded manufactur- 
ing warehouses: this is expected to 
be milled, and as flour, exported, and 
should any be released for domestic 
consumption in the U. S., there ap- 
pears to be a "gentleman's agree- 
ment" that the duty will be paid.

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Weekly Health Talk. 


Co-operating with the State Depart- 


ment of Health's 
educational cam- 


paign. Dr. Samuel R. Haythorn, Pro- 
fessor of Pathology. University 
of 


Pittsburgh, says:— 


"'Whether or not dust is a menace 


to health depends upon the kind and 
amount of dust inhaled, the presence 
or absence 
of pathogenic 
bacteria 


mixed with the dust particles and. to 
some extent, upon the state of health 
of the individual concerned. 


"Among the more important kinds 


of dust which affect health are. the 
so-called organic dusts, which include 
ragweed and golden rod pollens, Cer- 
tain hardwood sawdusts, grain dust 
and similar substances, many of which 
produce asthma in susceptible persons 
when 
inhaled 
in relatively 
small 


amounts: the metallic dusts, such as 
mercury, lead- zinc, and arsenic, 
which are capable of producing ac- 
tual poisoning on inhalation; 
the 


silicious dusts including 
grindings 


formed in stone, granite and por- 
celain finishing and the dust arising 
from sand blasting processes, -which, 
when inhaled in large quantities over 
long periods 
of time, produce a 


chronic disease of the lung and also 
increase the likelihood of tuberculo- 
sis: and carbon dusts, of which coal 
dust, coal smoke and tamp black are 
examples which seem to cause little 
trouble through their own action, but 
appear to increase the danger of ac- 
quiring pneumonia and to lessen the_ 
chance of having tuberculosis. 


"When individuals inhale coal dust 


or coal smoke in large amounts for 
months or years, their lungs become 
mildly inflamed, store up large quan- 
tities of the dust, and finally reach a 
stage in whjch many important little 
delicate structures in the long are re- 
placed by scars. This condition 
is 


called anthrosis and it may be very 
mild or very severe. On account of 
the smoke ,persisfent fogs and many 
dusty occupations in Pittsburgh, most 
Pittsburghers have more or less an- 
throsis, so that 
H seems a reather 


significant fact that the death rate 
from pneumonia in Pittsburgh is very- 
high and that from tuberculosis is 
fairly low. If one takes all the deaths 
in Pittsburgh and finds the annual 
average rate for the last twelve years, 
it is found to be more than twice the 
pneumonia death rate, as published 
in 1917 for the whole United States. 
On the other hand, the average death 
rate from pulmonary tuberculosis in

FINNISH BATH IS STRENUOUS 


Might Be Enjoyed as a Novelty, but 


First Experience Would Satisfy 


Most Americans. 


At Hammerfest we enjoyed the un- 


usual experience of a Finnish bath. 
One or two of the houses in town are 
specially constructed for this purpose. 


Built into the \\all in the bathroom 


is a stove made of large stones, •which 
forms a home-made furnace. The fire 
in the stove he.us the stones verj hot, 
and when water is thrown upon them 
the room is soon filled with steam. As 
the bath progresses and the bathers, 
three or four beii.g taken care of by 
one attendant, become warmed up. 
more an'l more water is thrown upon 
the hot stones. 


A series of shelves in one end of the 


room enables the bather to increase 
the degree of heat by climbing up 
nearer and nearer the ceiling, until on 
the top shelf he may suffocate if he 
raises his head too high. Next he is 
scoured and scrubbed down with veg- 
etable sponges and pounded with 
bundles of switches, which are wielded 
with no gentle hand, until he finally is 
ready to leave the steam room. 


Then, after several bncketfuls of in- 


creasingly 
cold water 
have been 


thrown upon him, he is treated at last 
to a shower of ice cold water direct 
from the glacier back of the village-
